F.ach day thousands of commuters hound lor San 


Francisco and Oakland arc treated to the unlikely spec- 
tacle of a mass of wild and delicate "sculptures" of 
driftwood, old tires, metal and plastic cans, discarded 
ties and broken toys, on the Emeryville mudflats. 


About a decade ago there was lively debate at an 


Oakland art school, about the merits of "neo-dada"— 
variously described as junk art or tnie ail. \nd tin- 
style was demonstrated in a weird and wonderful con- 
struction which took shape on Bay Farm Island. 


Pictures of that shoreline enterprise prompted an 


Oakland painter to try his version of the art form, on 
the Emeryville mudflats, lie reasoned, correctly, that 
an unlimited supply of material would be found there: 
debris is washed up by the sea, and tv\o rivers, the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin. which empty into San 
Francisco Bay. 


The painter worked alone at first. lie completed 


seven or eight pieces — which he termed non-objective 
abstractions. This sparked off creative urges in other 
anonymous sculptors, and soon the shore was dolled 
with eye-catching designs. 


The original abstractions evolved into social protest 


themes—against the bomb, the Vietnam war, among 
others. Anyone and everyone was Iree to join in. And 
they did. from housewives to at least one entire gram- 
mar school class. The photographs on this Picture Show 
page will give you some idea of the resultant art scene. 
Perhaps the world's first and only Iree. spontaneous. 
open-air museum of contemporary found-art sculpture? 
The philistines, alas, will still call it junk.

lead the fourth spade from 
dummy and discard a club. 
Curtis points out that West 
could discard his 10 of clubs 
at that point whereupon East 
could lead ace and another 
club. South would ruff and 
lead his k i n g of trumps 
whereupon a third club lead 
by East would set up the 
10 of hearts as the setting 
trick in the same manner. 


Curtis points out that South 


should m a k e the hand 
against any defense by dis- 
carding a club on the third 
spade and his last club on 
the f o u r t h spade. West 
could discard a diamond or 
a club on his partner's 10 of 
spades but there would be 
no way for E a s t to get 
around to leading a suit that 
West could ruff.

looks fit enough to flatten 
anybody who might be fool- 
ish enough to accuse him of 
being over the hill, but for 
Vaughn Monroe that's not 
where it's at. Never has 
been. 


"I haven't got anything 


against message songs," he 
tells you, "but they're not 
my kind of thing. I want 
people to enjoy what 1 do 
without having to w o r r y 
about what I'm trying to tell 
them. People come to see me 
and they know what to ex- 
pect. I give them what they 
want.1' 


Monroe has been giving 


people what they want since 
1940, 
when he formed his 


first band, started-making 
records and caught the' at- 
tention of Martin Block, New 
York's best-known disc jock- 
ey at the. time. 


"Within one year we were 


playing the Paramount The- 
atre in New York," Monroe 
remembers, "and that was 
the big leagues in t h o s e 
days." 


It all ended in 1953 when 


Monroe broke up the band 
("TV killed the business," 
he says), kept active in com- 
mercials but, as far as a lot 
of people were concerned, 
dropped out of s i g h t . He 
never stopped working, play- 
ing Las Vegas a lot, but a 
lot of people sort of forgot 
about him. 


But here he was in New 


York again, working at the 
St. Regis, and it was almost 
as if somewhere along the 
line he had learned how to 
turn back the clock. 


It's a Friday night and the 


papers carry headlines about 
campus disorders, how we're 
polluting the world to the 
point where we can't live 
here much longer — strikes, 
murders and chaos are the 
topics of discussion on the 
11 o'clock news—but that's 
all going on outside the St. 
Regis. 


Inside, in La Maisonette, 


people in their late 40s and 
50s and 60s are dancing to 
"Balling the Jack," doing 
dips as they go along. A 
lady who looks like she must 
be 70 tells her husband how 
she never used to get tired 
as they dance the shag to 
"After You've Gone," then 
swing into the Charleston 
when the band plays "Any-

thing Goes." 


Then out comes Monroe, 


looking so fit that a guy sit- 
ting at ringside whispers to 
his wife that it couldn't have 
been 29 years ago that they 
saw him sing in Newark, and 
he's into "I'll Get By" and 
"Red R o s e s for a Blue 
Lady" and he just keeps 
going. 


Then he says, "Here's a 


song we recorded in 1945, if 
you want to go back that 
far," and from the second 
he hits the f i r s t note of 
"There I've Said It Again," 
you can tell that everybody 
does. 


"People ask me why I 


w o r k so hard," he says 
later, "and I tell them that 
I don't. My daughters 
are 


grown and my wife and I like 
to travel, so I take jobs that 
allow us to move 
around.

LIMA, Peru (AP) — Hungry, 


cold and frightened by after- 
tremors in the wake of last Sun- 
day's catastrophic earthquake, 
hundreds 
of 
villagers 
have 


abandoned hope of rescue and 
have begun walking over the 
Andes seeking aid. 


A Peruvian officer just back 


from the 600-mile stretch of 
coastline and mountain area hit 
by the quake said Thursday 
night: "It could turn into a 
mass exodus of those people 
still alive and able to move on 
foot." 


The officer said the refugees 


are beginning to reach villages 
on the coastal side of the Andes 
after long walks through treach- 
erous mountain passes more 
than 10,000 feet high. 


Some of the displaced peas- 


ants told of leaving elderly and 
more seriously injured survi- 
vors in the care of young people 
who knew a little first aid. 


The officer said he was told 


that only 500 persons remain in 
the town of Yungay, which had 
a population of 20,000 before the 
quake. The city was virtually 
wiped off the map, but some 
2,500 survivors reportedly were 
spotted 
Wednesday on 
high 


ground nearby, 


Yungay is in the Huaylas Can- 


yon, a narrow valley between 
two Andean ranges in northwest 
Peru. Most of the 30,000 persons 
feared dead in the quake lived 
in towns, and villages along the 
canyon's 80-mile length. 


Officials said a whole side of 


22,205-foot Mt. Huascaran, South 
America's eighth tallest peak, is 
believed 
to 
have 
crumbled 


away, pouring down thousands 
of tons of rocks, ice and mud 
onto Yungay. 


The quaKe also burst the sides 


of lakes in the mountains, caus- 
ing tons of water to crash down 
on villages below. The narrow 
road along the canyon floor is 
blocked along with all roads 
leading into the canyon from 
mountain passes. 


The Cara? airstrip, the only 


one in the canyon, was washed 
away, and small helicopters 
ihave teen the only means of

A Younger 
Selective 
Service look

WASHINGTON (AP) - Draft 


Director. Curtis'- W. Tarr, trying 
to make the Selective Service 
look younger, has asked aging 
members of his department to 
resign. 


Although ' theff request '• was 


aimed specifically at members 
of the Selective Service's nation- 
al and state headquarters, a 
high-ranking draft official said 
Tarr's policy could be viewed as 
a strong hint to elderly state di- 
rectors as well. 


But only one—Henry M. Gross 


of Pennsylvania, who at 85 is 
the oldest state director of all— 
has indicated he.-will quit, but 
not until the end of the year. 


Although state directors take 


their orders from Tarr, they 
owe their appointments to state 
governors. Tarr is thus faced 
with the diplomatic problem of 
easing some of them out, with- 
out offending the governors. 


President 
Nixon's 
appoint- 


ment of the 45-year-old Tarr to 
replace Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
76, as draft director last March 
was only the beginning of a 
campaign to lower the age of 
the Selective Service System. 


Tarr quickly applied the prin- 


ciple to his national headquar- 
ters, asking the resignation of 
about 10 per cent of his 236 staff 
members—civilians 
over 
70 


years old and military person- 
nel who have either reached age 
60 or are eligible for their maxi- 
mum retirement benefits, 


Tarr recently began applying 


the same standards to state 
headquarters with a series of 
letters asking 
individuals—or 


asking their state directors to 
ask them—to resign. 


State directors have requested 


a few exceptions, but so far 
Tarr has turned them all down. 


An official said about 56 "mil- 


itary types" out of some 340 in 
state headquarters were expect- 
ed to resign by the end of this 
year, including 12 who would 
have retired anyway. 


The letters to state directors 


usually cite "the desires of the 
President" to make the draft 
"more responsive and under- 
standable to the youth of the na* 
tion." 


After asking for the resigna- 


tion of a specified individual, 
the Tarr letter concludes: "In 
submitting a request for his re- 
placement to me for considera- 
tion, I would suggest that a 
young man be considered, one

stock market has taken its toll 
among many corporate financ- 
ing plans. 


A number of big companies 


have had to put off planned 
mergers and acquisitions. Oth- 
ers have postponed expansion 
plans. Many private companies 
have had to delay their plans to 
go public. 


All give the same reasons: 


Stock shares are not worth as 
much as they used to be and the 
cost of borrowing money has 
never been higher. 


"The cost of money is just ex- 


tremely high now and I see no 
immediate change," says Barry 
Thors, manager of the syndicate 
division of Blair & Co., a bro- 
kerage firm, "It doesn't matter 
whether a company tries to do it 
by equity or stock financing, 
debt or bond financing—it's just 
difficult to raise money." 


Generally 
companies raise 


money by issuing new shares of 
stock, How much they get de* 
pends on what the individual 
share is worth, Over the past 18 
months stock prices on the New 
York Stock Exchange alone 
have been cut back by more 
than $160 billion. 


The other alternative is to go 


to the bond market where a 
company can seli a bond, simit 
lar to an IOU, on which they 
pay interest. However, so many 
companies have gone this route 
because of sinking stock values 
that already high interest rates 
have risen even higher.

"Uncle Mac" Is

"We just don't have a Perno^ 


cratic party as I knew it 22 
years ago," MacKrell said 
when asked why he switched. 
"I don't see any hope whatev* 
er," 


MacKrell ran third in a sev* 


en-man primary won by Sid 
McMath 22 years ago. In 1950, 
MacKrell finished second in a 
field of nine in the Democratic 
race for lieutenant governor. 


He became the second person 


to file for the GOP nomination 
for governor. Lester L- Gibbs; 
64, of North Little Rock filed 
earlier this week. MacKrell is 
pastor of a North Little Rock 
church. 


A native of Houston, Te«., 


MacKreli worked for Radio S.te* 
tion KLRA at Little Rock from 
1930 to J950, holding several po» 
sitions, and is best known for 
his radio evangelism. He is 
executive director of Coopera- 
tive Church • PuUders Jnc. of 
North Little Rock. 


MacKrell said he would ex- 


plain his candidacy inorp 
thoroughly Monday at a 2 p.jn. 
news conft.-en.ee.

Activists Are 
Convicted In 
Records Case 


CHICAGO (AP) — Ten anti- 


war activists have been convict- 
ed in U.S. District Court of de- 
stroying thousands of draft re- 
cords in a raid on a Selective 
Service office. 


All were convicted on all four 


counts of the indictment in a 
verdict returned Friday by a 
jury of seven men and five 
women. The maximum penalty 
is 23 years in prison and fines 
totaling $32,000. Sentencing is 
scheduled Tuesday. 


Three of the defendants were 


not present to hear the verdict. 
They disappeared near the end 
of the five week trial, and war- 
rants have been issued for their 
arrest. 


Judge Edwin A. Robson re- 


voked the bonds pf the/seven de- 
fendants who-were in cc 
said they are-a menace to.tfie 
community and/he ^would* be 
negligent in his duties^ if he al- 
lowed them to remain at large 
"to wreak the same havoc" 
elsewhere in the nation. 


It is only a step from burning 


draft records to burning build- 
ings, the judge said in denying 
defense motions that the seven 
remain free on bond pending 
sentencing. The defendants' ac- 
tions amounted to anarchy, he 
said. 


Bonds for the other defend- 


ants were revoked when they 
disappeared. 


The defendants admitted dur- 


ing the trial that they took part 
in the raid on a complex of draft 
offices and destroyed records by 
pouring paint on them 
and 


dumping them into a bonfire. 


But an attorney for four de- 


fendants argued that his clients 
were innocent on grounds they 
were "culturally insane" be- 
cause their views on Vietnam 
and racism differ from those of 
the majority of Americans. 


In his instructions to the jury, 


however, Judge Robson said 
that an individual's political be- 
liefs are no basis for disobeying 
the law. 


The four defendants repre- 


sented by attorney Frank Oliver 
were examined by a psychia- 
trist who testified for the prose- 
cution that ail four were mental' 
ly sound and able to tell the 
difference between right and 
wrong at the time of the raid. 


The four were the Rev, NichO' 


las J, Riddell, 40, of Milwaukee, 
a Carmelite priests; Linda J. 
Quint, 22, of Chicago; and Ed- 
ward Gargan, 19, and William 
Dwkin, 20, both of Milwaukee. 


They were among 18 persons 


arrested May 25, }969, during 
the raid on a southwest side Se* 
lective service office. Three of 
the 18 were dismissed because 
they were newsmen observing 
the demonstrations. 


Four of the defendants failed 


to appear when the trial began 
and they were served from the 
proceeding-

North Korea 
Claim False 
Says Navy

TOKYO (AP) - North Korea 


claims 
it 
sank 
a "heavily 


armed" 
U.S. spy ship in the 


Yellow Sea, but the.U.S. Navy 
has denied the charge, saying it 
has no ships operating in the 
area. 


South Korea announced Fri* 


day that one of its vessels, on a 
routine mission to prevent South 
Korean 
fishing 
boats 
from 


straying north of the border, 
was attacked by two North Ko- 
rean patrol boats and towed off 
toward the north. North Korea 
issued its claim later in the day, 
and there was speculation the 
two Korean governments were 
referring to the same incident. 


North Korea's official,Korean 


Central News Agency said an 
American spy ship "intruded 
deep into the coastal waters" 
about 11.30 p.m. Friday, "Offi- 
cers and men of the navy of the 
Korean People's army ... in- 
stantly sent to the bottom of the 
sea the enemy's armed spy 
ship," the broadcast said. 


The Navy reported in a state- 


ment issued 
in Washington; 


"The U.S. Navy had no,ships of 
any 
kind 
operating 
in that 


area." 


The North Korean dispatch 


said the ship was sunk. off.Hae- 
ju, about 50 miles 
south of 


Pyongyang, the North Korean 
capital. 


The South Korean Defense 


Ministry said its boat was ac- 
costed by two North Korean 
vessels just south of the sea- 
ward extension of the Demilita- 
rized Zone, about 70 miles west 
of the South Korean capital of 
Seoul.

of the DMZ. 


South Korean sources said 


that since North Korea claimed 
it sank the boat, it was possible 
that the South Korean vessel, 
heavily damaged in the sea bat- 
tle, 
sank while being towed
